College of Virginia, preparatory to 
Sj'ccializing in Eye, Ear, Nose and 
Throat vrark. 

The Foard of Directors expressed, on 
behalf of tho nenborship of the Asso¬ 
ciation, thoir regret at the loss of 
tho scri'ices of Dr. Drj'-den, Since re¬ 
ceiving his resignation the Board has 
interviewed several doctors, each of 
v/hom tho directors feel is well qual¬ 
ified to serve this coirmiunity. 

Immediately after Dr, Dryden*s resig¬ 
nation his successor will assume duty.

...Childish depredations are discourag¬ 
ing to those trying to beautify their 
homes with flowers. Damage by small 
children is wholly excusable because 
they are too young, to understand teach¬ 
ing. 

But if a child is old enough to dig 
up and destroy valuable bulbs which 
havG just been planted, that child is 
surely old enough to be taught that 
such conduct is ^vrong. And when these 
four to six years old strip the blos¬ 
soms in a neighbor’s yard, ono must 
suppose thoir parents ha \"0 not made a 
serious effort to train thorn. 

A3.1 hoalthy children are mischievous 
but that is different from reckless 
vandalism. The parents’ attitude is 
difficult to understand. Naturally 
they‘love their young. And they must 
kiiovT that lack of home discipline is 
the cause of most juvenile delinquency. 
One wonders how they can jeopardize 
the future of a child by neglecting to 
teach it respect for the rights of 
others. 

I notice the Greenbelt police force 
lias recently boon doubled. It is to be 
hoped, the nev; officer is‘ competent. The 
adult’ population of Greenbelt is 
reasonably well-behaved. 7/hat vre need . 
is an experienced and alert juvenile 
officer. Bicycles are a constant 
nenaco on the sido^valks near the com¬ 
munity center. It is only a question, 
of time till someone is hurt by skaters 
in the underpasses, A "few days ago I 
had to buy now valvo 'caps for my tires 
because boys had stolen ny old ones, A 
neightjor’s child saw them, A Greenbelt 
resident recently painted his car and 
the work Yvas spoiled by children who 
throvr dirt, on tho vrct paint. If pe.ijents 
will not teach thoir children tight* 
from. -vY^ong, the police must dO it.
